INTRODUCTION 


_ fF 


The collection of information for detailed analyses of industriel accidents 
in Western Australia commenced on ist July, 1961, from which date all insurers and 
self-insurers have been required to submit a report to the Workers' Compensation 
Board in respect of each claim for workers' compensation as soon as the claim is 
closed. 


For the purposes of this collection each claim for workers' compensation is 
regarded as a separate industrial accident and statistics have been prepared from 
reports of claims closed during the year ended 30th June, 1962. 


Only accidents coming within the scope of the Workers' Compensation Act are 
taken in and consequently industrial accidents to self-employed persons, and all 
Commonwealth Government employees, are excluded. In general, an accident to an 
employee while travelling between his home and place of employment is not com-— 
pensable in Western Australia. 

The industry groups shown are according tc the 1961 Census Classification 
of Industries. 


The concept of "accident factor" as used in the preparntion of the relevant 
tables has been - "That underlying agency, other than human failings, which appears 
to contribute most materially to an accident and which would be most likely to 
receive attention in preventing the occurrence of a similar accident". 


To enable comparison with industrial accident statistics of other Australian 
States, the scope of this bulletin (the first of a new series) has been restricted 
to include only compensated work injuries causing death or absence from work for 
one week or more. In this context a week is interpreted as a week of five working 
days. Disease cases also have been excluded. . The additional time lost and amount 
paid for re-opened claims have been included in the tables but these cases have not 
been included in the number of accidents. 


More detailed statistics than those published in this bulletin are available 
for inspection at the Bureau of Census and Statistics, Perth. Thes 

particulars of accidents causing absence from work for one day sr more and 
cases.
